@ The most “fantastic” recording artist today? 
Sam Phillips, who changed the sound of music 
around the world, has no doubt but that Elvis 
Presley is king.

kind of effect Elvis Presley had, 
back in the 'fifties. Today, he out- 
draws every other performer at Las 
Vegas, is recognized instantly by 
toddlers and grandmothers alike, 
and among musicians he is regard- 
ed not only as a revered elder 
statesman but as a continuing and 
vital force. Fifteen years after 
“serious” musicians and sociolo- 
gists had shrugged rock music off 
as ‘a passing fad, Elvis the magni- 
ficent came up with one of his big- 
gest hits, and strongest records 
artistically—‘The Ghetto.” 

It is altogether too easy to get 
the feeling that like music and youth, 
Elvis himself has always been with 
us.

There 
are stereotypes everybody expects when listening to a Negro 
who spent the first 17 years of his life in the small cotton- 
farming town of Sledge, Mississippi, about 55 miles south of 
Memphis. Where is the influence of the gospel song, the spirit- 
ual, the field holler, the blues? Nowhere to be heard in his 
singing or his guitar picking. 

This is Charley’s choice. When he turned 17, he picked him- 
self up and walked out of the Southern Negro community—to 
play baseball, first in Detroit and then, when he had made his 
name in the Negro American League in the North, back in his 
home country with the Memphis Red Sox. After a two-year 
hitch in the Army, Charley made it back into baseball, into the 
major leagues, playing outfield and pitching for Los An- 
geles, starting in 1961. And he didn’t (Continued on page 38)

g Today, Charley’s finest songs could be

Wash. The very next day, the watch stopped running. 

Now, a decade later, Loretta is doing much better 

for herself (and so, for that matter, is Buck Owens). 

She can get her jewelry at Van Cleef & Arpels, if she 

cares to. Her wide-ranging business interests include 

a rodeo, a string of western-style clothes shops, and \ 
a small, pre-revolutionary town near Nashville. She 
has had 12 top-10 albums and 17 top-10 singles, and 
is booked more than a year ahead for personal ap- 
pearances. 

She’s one of the best-loved country singers in the 
world, and probably one of the richest women in 
Nashville, but when you meet her, those facts don’t 
enter your mind. You’re impressed by her genuine 
warmth, for one thing, and by her extraordinary 
beauty, for another. 

Her photographs are unfair. I’m sure that Decca 
tries, but none of her album covers or publicity shots 
prepared me for Loretta Lynn (Continued on page 62)

PAUL 
SIEBEL 


After six years as a more-or-less dedicated 


country-musician and song-writer, Paul’s finally off 
the ground. Pop-country is the sound now—and so 


it won’t be long before fans catch up. 


@ Paul Siebel is a new country songwriter with a clear tenor voice that can make your eyes 
sting. His face is full of sorrow, like a hound’s. In a few years he’s going to look as care- 
worn and haunted as Johnny Cash or Merle Haggard, and it’s quite possible that by that 
time he’s going to be as familiar as they are. 

For Paul has a single-minded sense of direction about his career and his music, and 
though he isn’t quite certain where he’s headed, there’s no doubt that when he gets there, 
it’ll turn out to be the right place. 

Paul has a magnificent new LP on Elektra, which he doesn’t like very much. “‘It’s too 
pretty,’’ he insists. ‘‘l was looking for a harder sound.’’ To me, the record is an appro- 
priate and becoming setting for Paul’s lyrical, heart-wrenching songs, and the fine young 
studio musicians who back him up seem to get some nice thngs going. 

But Paul isn’t satisfied. ‘‘Maybe | just keep hearing everything that’s wrong.” he re- 
flects, restlessly. 

The hassels of making audible music out of the songs he writes are almost not worth 
the effort. ‘‘All | want to do, really, is write songs,’’ he says. His face looks pained as he 
describes the ordeal of working with musicians, producers, and engineers to approach 
the kind of sound he wants. ‘‘They end up doing the boogaloo together, and | tell them, 
‘Say, man, that’s really great, but it’s not what | want.’ They go off on some thing of their 
own and afterward they tell each other, ‘We should play it that way all the time,’ and | 
have to tell them they should do it just the opposite.”’ 

But, says Paul, you can’t do without at least one back-up musician. ‘‘You can’t play 
country music all by yourself,’ he says. ‘‘It just isn’t possible. Whoever heard of Bill Mon- 
roe getting up and playing alone, without anyone? Folk music—you can do that alone. | 
sometimes do Jimmie Rodgers things solo.”’ 

Paul spent his childhood in Buffalo, N.Y. When he was in high school, his father, a car- 
penter, moved the family to Attica, also in upstate New York, where he tried to make a 
go of a middle-sized farm. ‘‘But he couldn't get it together,”’ says Paul. 

He attended the central high school in the area, with the kids of other farmers, during 
the fifties. It was then that he developed his interest in music. ‘‘l played violin, string bass 


in a group, and sang in the choir a lot,’’ he recalls. ‘‘| don’t want to go back and see the 
kids | went to school with. | haven’t seen my parents for more than six years—they split | 
up. My sister is somewhere, married, | think.’’ (Continued on page 38) 4

But his place in time and in fame is assured, as the plaque (above) 
shows. It all took a long time, and it was a very long road, though. 


@ In 1961, the Country Music Hall 
of Fame permitted, for the first 
time, the election of living musici- 
ans. Originally, it had been re- 
served strictly for the ‘‘late 
greats,’’ such as Jimmie Rodgers, 
Uncle Dave Macon, and Fred Rose. 
When the standards were changed, 
preceded by much discussion and 
soul-searching, there was noques- 
tion at all which of the scores of 
great living musicians would be 
the first to receive country mu- 
sic’s greatest honor. 

It went to Roy Acuff. The terse 
inscription on the plaque honor- 
ing him in the Hall of Fame doesn’t 
even come closetosumming upthe 
accomplishments and _ contribu- 
tions Roy has made to the field. 
In a land of giants, he is the un- 
disputed King. 

The King of Country Music was | 
born in that great watershed of 
American music, eastern Tenn- 
essee. In the Smoky Mountains, 
near Maynardsville, to be more 
exact. The son of a judge, he had 
aspirations toward a professional 
baseball career. Although, like all 
the boys of his region, he grew up 
steeped in country music, he never 
gave much thought to actually mak- 
ing some music of his own, until 
he suffered a series of sunstrokes. 
That put an end to his baseball 
ambitions, but it led to his taking 
up the fiddle as a kind of occupa- 
tional therapy during his conva- 


-lescence. The fiddle became Roy’s 


instrument and his trademark, and 
the sight of Roy, grinning impishly 
and balancing his fiddle bow on 
the tip of his nose is a happy 
memory for country-music fans 
from Nashville to Saigon. 

He began his long career with 
one-night stands in tiny mountain 
towns, in barns and school gym- 
nasiums, with a total take, on a 
good night, of twenty-five dollars 
or so. He worked with a small 
group, in those days, calling them- 
selves the Crazy Tennesseans. 
Eventually they graduated to what 
they considered the big time— 
playing on WNOX, Knoxville. In 
1934, (Continued on page 46)

Pretty much a loner from his teen 
years on. Paul attended college a couple 
of years, was drafted, and served his time 
quietly. He hasn’t much use for 
protesters. “‘I admire people like the 
Quakers, and Joan Baez’s husband, 
David Harris, but I don’t agree with 
everything they say.” 

He came to New York about six years 
ago, and lived in the East Village before 
the hippies arrived, when the leftover 
beats and jazz musicians inhabited the 
decaying tenements of the area. “‘The 
neighborhood started out bad, and it’s 
gotten worse,” he says. He worked at 
tiring, largely unfulfilling “‘day jobs” to 
support himself, once as a 
photographer’s assistant. 

And always, there was the music, 
listening endlessly to records, rapping 
with musicians. And writing songs. Like 
most young, imaginative musicians, he 
came up with original, innovative 
ideas—that everyone laughed at until 
one of the big-name performers made 
the breakthrough. 

“There was no record company that 
would even look at me until Dylan did 
Nashville Skyline,’’ he says, without a 
trace of bitterness or envy. ‘‘After that, it 
was easy.” 

Jac Holzman of Elektra signed him in 
June, 1968, and for the next few months, 
Paul and his group of musicians worked 
on his first LP, which was released last 
‘fall. 

It’s too early to tell, as yet, what’s 
going to become of it. Woodsmoke & 
Oranges isn’t on anybody’s charts yet. 
But there is a small, apparently growing 
Paul Siebel coterie. ‘‘People sometimes 
say I write music for other musicians,” 
says Paul, modestly. But critics Al 
Aronwitz and Paul Nelson have praised 
him, eminent Nashville producers have 
made overtures, and Elektra backed up 
their LP by bringing Paul back into the 
studio to put together a new single in 
January. Something is definitely cooking 
with Siebel. 

To date, Paul’s recording activity has 
been limited to New York. “Why 
haven’t you recorded in Nashville?” I 
asked him. ‘Everybody else seems to 
be; 

“That’s just it,” he replied. “‘There’s 
this ‘in’ group of Nashville studio 
musicians, and they’re good, I’m not 
knocking them. But if everybody records 
with them, everybody’s going to sound 
the same. And I don’t want to sound like 
everybody.” 

“What do you want to sound like, 
Paul?” 

He gropes, and comes back to that 
obsessive phrase, “I want a harder 
sound.” He can’t quite describe it in 
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words, yet, but it clearly exists in his 
mind. And if he could only get the right 
group of musicians together, with time 
and budget enough to experiment a bit, 
Paul Siebel’s “harder” sound would 
soon exist on record. 

What about personal appearances, 
club dates, and the like? Grudgingly, he 
has gone on the road, and has hated it, 
for the most part. Articulate and 
confident in private conversation, he’s 
painfully shy before most audiences, a 
trait that his fans finding endearing. 
Hunched over the mile, clinging to his 
circa 1940 accoustic Gibson like. a 
drowning man clutching a hunk of 
driftwood, he sings his heart out, that 
clean country tenor soaring above the 
instrumentation. There \are no gim- 
micks to his delivery, except for some 
fine Jimmie Rodgers-ish yodeling on a 
couple of numbers; it’s very straight, 
pure country, risky for a man who hasn’t 
got the vocal equipment, or who doesn’t 
know how to use it. Younger fans find 
resemblances to Glen Campbell; those 
wiser in the ways of country music hear 
the heartbreakingly beautiful phrasing of 
Hank Snow. 

But to be much of a performer, Paul 
believes, “‘you’ve got to get a whole scene 
going,” with musicians, and you’ve got 
to spend a lot of time on the road. It’s 
just too painful for him. “It’s okay for a 
kid,” he says, but Paul is 32. Despite his 
inborn-talent and finely-honed skill as a 
singer, he’d rather write. 

His best efforts put him within 
touching distance of the best country 
song writers. Nashville Again has the 
same deceptive simplicity that Hank 
Williams used to such great effect; She 
Made Me Lose My Blues is a happy, 
ragtimey piece of highly polished corn. 
Then Came The Children is somewhat 
more complex; it reminds me a lot of 
Bob Dylan in his John Wesley Harding 
or Nashville Skyline Phase. His lyrics 
are the sort anybody can_ identify 
with—they are not obscure or deeply 
private; the feelings they’re concerned 
with are those we’ve all felt, like love and 
loneliness and the urge to go home. His 
view of the world is compassionate, but 
largely pessimistic. Bride, 1945, 
describes how time can kill hope and love 
while it strangles youth. In My Town, he 
shows in a few deft strokes how the noble 
sentiments of our ancestors have become 
perverted into the shrill and violent 
passions of today’s society. 

His personal view of America in 1970 
is aloof, calm, not very hopeful. 
Unimpressed by the right, unseduced by 
the left, he has no use for the ultra- 
conservatives but, at the same time, is 
frightened by the radicals in the New 
Left. 

“Each of them is on some kind of Ego- 
trip of his own,” he feels. “They’re 
facists, just as much as the right- 
wingers.’ Paul chooses no sides, doesn’t 


- country. Late in 


wear buttons, won’t march. “‘I’ve never 
joined anything,” he’says. “I didn’t even 
join the Boy Scouts.” 

If there’s anything that he’s whole- 
heartedly committed to, it has to be 
music. His consuming hope, these days, 
is to get away quietly from recording 
sessions and tour dates to do some more 
writing. “I can’t write when I’m on the 
road,” he laments. “I promise myself 
that while I’m sitting in some hotel room 
somewhere I’ll get some songs written, 
but it seems that if I’m working at night, 
I want to get as far away from it as I can 
during the day.” 

After six years as a more-or-less 
dedicated country musician and 
songwriter, Paul is finally off the ground. 
Pop-country is the sound of the moment, 
and it won’t be long before the market 
catches up with him. Where he will be 
when that happens is anybody’s guess. 
He may just be sitting back, writing 
songs for others singers. (J want to hear 
Kitty Wells do Bride, 1945, and Buck 
Owens do Nashville Again!) Or maybe 
he will get that longed-for “harder” 
sound of his with a group of compatible 
musicians, and come up with a super-hit 
of his own. 

Whichever way things go for Paul 
Siebel, the world of country music is 
going to be hearing from him, and 
chances are that the world of pop music 
will, too. And they'll both be the richer 
and wiser for it. |

go back on his choice, either. While 
spending the summers playing with Los 
Angeles, Charley wintered in Great 
Falls, Montana, about as far away as he 
could get from the Southern cotton 
fields. 

Already Charley was moving into his 
eventual career in country music, 
though. Spending the winter days 
working as a smelter in Anaconda 
Mining’s Montana zinc complex, he 
could be found most evenings polishing 
his performance of country music in the 
local nightclubs. And his rich baritone 
and solid country phrasing could not 
long be buried in one section of this great 
1963, Red Sovine 
caught Charley’s act and suggested that 
he give up smelting —and baseball—to 
devote himself full time to expressing his — 
musical talents. It was Red who 
arranged for Charley to audition for 
RCA in country capital Nashville the 
following year, and the Mississippi 
cottonpicker and West Coast fielder was 
launched in entertaining America’s 
millions. 

It didn’t take long for those millions to 
respond to what Red Sovine had 
recognized in 1963, either. Only three 
years later Charley won a Grammy) 
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nomination for the best C&W male 
performance, for his recording of “Just 
Between You and Me.” His talent 
earned him his debut at the Grand Ole 
Opry, where he received the signal honor 
of an introduction by his long-time idol, 
Ernest Tubb. 

The number of black musicians in the 
country & western field has always been 
small. DeFord Bailey, Jimmy Ruffin, 
Joe Tex—the Negroes who have won 
acclaim in the field can be counted onthe 
fingers of one hand. In some ways, this is 
only natural. The early surroundings of 
black musicians usually have led them 
into the blues—from W.C. Handy and 
Bessie Smith to Josh White, Leadbelly, 
and Big Bill Broonzy—or jazz—Buddy 
Bolden, Jelly Roll Morton, Louis 
Armstrong through Billie Holiday and 
Charlie Parker to such moderns as 
Johnny Coltrane and Thelonious Monk. 

But from another point of view, 
Charley’s success is only to be expected. 
Just as white musicians, like Johnny 
Winter and Dave Van Ronk in the blues 
or Bud Shank and Stan Getz in jazz, are 
making it today in formerly all-black 
fields, so a Negro like Charley can 
respond honestly to the sentiments, and 
sound of country music and perform 
along with the best white musicians in his 
field. And maybe the honesty of his 
response to what many people think of as 
all-white feelings provides a key to his 
success. Hearing his records or his radio 
broadcasts—as_ distinguished from 
seeing him in his sell-out performances 
at top country music rooms like Dallas’s 
Longhorn, Fort Worth’s Panther Hall, 
and Atlanta’s Domino and 
Playroom—nobody would suspect that 
the man they were listening to was not 
white. Finding these feelings in a black 
man is reassuring in a day of racial 
tensions and black militancy. 

Charley’s finest songs could be sung 
by anybody in the field who had enough 
talent and sensitivity. In fact, his latest 
RCA album, The Sensational Charley 
Pride, includes two pieces entirely 
foreign to the experience of practically 
any country performer today, black or 
white: ‘“‘Louisiana Man’ and “Billy 
Bayou.” Yet the understanding Charley 
brings to the first, the country classic a 
song written by Cajun Doug Kershaw, 
and the sheer spirit of fun with which he 
sings the second, make them universal 
statements about all his listeners. And 
his renditions of “‘Let the Chips Fall,” 
“Even After Everything She’s Done,” 
and “We Had All the Good Things 
Going,” with its fine Travispick guitar, 
express feelings that many have 
felt—though most wish they hadn't. 

There are no real surprises in the 
music of Charley Pride. Not unless you 
count the surprise of hearing a man sing 
good, honest, solid country music with a 
rich voice and feeling and a fine sense of 
the values that he—and we—hold dear. @

his life, Singleton showed a natural flair 
for country music, country artists, and 
country radio stations, and in a year and 
a half he became A&R director for 
Mercury’s Southern division. He 
recorded such artists as Rusty Draper, 
Damita Jo, George Jones, and others on 
Mercury’s country roster. 

Singleton came, inevitably, to 
Nashville, in 1962, and almost 
immediately was named vice president. 
This involved him in a man-killing 
schedule, spending two weeks in 
Nashville, then two weeks in New York. 
What kept him going, until he left 
Mercury in 1967, was probably just his 
sheer enjoyment of his work. And the 
satisfaction of working with top-calibre 
artists. 

He recorded nearly everybody 
associated with Mercury, and its Phillips 
and Smash labels, from Roger Miller to 
Patti Page, from Clyde McPhatter to 
Johnny Mathis. He -brought Johnny 


Holliday, the sensation from France, . 


Nana Moskouri from Greece, Dusty 
Springfield and the Springfields from 
England, to record them all in Nashville. 
He even recorded the Blues Magoos, and 
the first commercially successful 
psychedelic LP, Psychedelic Lollipop. 
For by this time, Singleton was not just a 
country-music man—he was a music 
‘man in a larger sense. 

Why does a man leave a secure, well- 
paying position with a large and 
respected company in order to strike out 
on his own? 

“T think the reason I went independent 
was because’ I wanted freedom,” 
Singleton says. “Freedom to express 
myself in ideas, and to be able to move 
fast whenever I had a record that I 
thought was a hit.” 

He had some definite ideas about how 
he was going to make use of that 
freedom. First, it required a Nashville- 
based operation, for Nashville was his 
home; he liked the town and its music, 
and he had a good working relationship 
with Nashville musicians. He wanted his 
organization to be run smoothly and 
efficiently by top-flight businessmen. As 
his corporate vice president, he brought 
in Noble Bell, a vice-president of New 
York’s huge Chemical New York 
Bank&Trust, who had pioneered in 
record company financing. 

From his own long years as radio 
station promotion man, he had an inside 


knowledge of the importance of radio air 
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play, and he built a red-hot sales and 
promotion department, using mostly ex- 
deejays. He set up a system of 
independent, local distributors, more 
responsive to the needs of a new, young 


company than the _ large-scale 
distributors favored by large-scale 
companies. 


In short, Singleton went about setting 
up the Shelby Singleton Corporation 
with a cool and knowledgeable flair. He 
was well aware that no matter how good 
your records are, you’ve got to be able to 
pay for them, promote them, and sell 
them in a businesslike way, or else they'll 
just gather dust. 

And what about those records? 

Singleton’s original vision decreed 


| that new operation ought to be basically 


country-oriented. And his Plantation 
label’s first two hits, “Shout Bam-A- 
Lama” by Mickey Murray, and 
“Lovers’ Holiday,” by Peggy Scott and 
Jo Jo Benson, were good, solid Nashville 
records. Then came their first super-hit, 
“Harper Valley PTA.” 

“T think really launching the company 
was the Peggy Scott and Jo Jo Benson 
record,” Singleton says in retrospect, 
“and just adding the cream on the top 
was Jeannie C. Riley and ‘Harper Valley 
PTA.” 

Its domestic sales are over 5 million, 
and surprisingly, they’re almost as great 
overseas, where there’s no such thing as 
the Parent-Teacher Association. “In 
Japan they’re going crazy over it,” he 
marvels. “It’s one of the biggest sellers in 
Tokyo. I guess that they just like the 
rhythm.” 

To Singleton, what makes the record 
is, quite simply, its sound. “I was 
looking for a new sound, and 
experimenting continuously, and what 
I’m doing now is putting me into a 
different bag than the average record 
company,” he explains. “I produce 
country-pop records and I produce 
R&B-pop records. I’m -aiming for a 
market that no one else is into at the 
moment. I don’t believe anyone else is 
looking for the type of sound we have 
developed.” 

That “sound” Singleton is talking 
about couldn’t possibly come from 
anywhere in the world but Nashville. 
Singleton’s highly experimental, free- 
wheeling methods are based on the 
assumption that the musicians are highly 
skilled, highly creative, and genuinely 
interested in making as good a record as 
possible, and Nashville musicians are 
generally conceded to have it all over the 
competition on all these counts. 

“The development of sound in 
recording is more or less a matter of 
ideas,” says Singleton. ‘‘First of all, I 
don’t use arrangers. Whenever you use 
an arranger, you only have one person’s 
ideas. Whenever I have seven musicians 
in a recording studio, I’m more or less 
the sorter. I take the best of a group of 


ideas and put them together into a 
sound.” 

“Some people do make hit records 
with arrangers, but I do it differently. 
Since I don’t know anything about 
music, I look for sound. I look for lyrics 
in songs that mean something, and look 
for melodies that stay with you. I think 
the secret to any hit record starts, 
basically, with the song.” 

To insure a steady supply of songs 
measuring up to his standards, Singleton 
established his own _ publishing 
companies, Green Owl and Green Isle, 
with their own stable of around thirty 
writers. The set-up provides control over 
quality and yuantity of material, insures 
a reliable flow of material, and cuts costs 
by keeping the money within the 
corporate structure. 

Partly because he expends such loving 
care upon his records, partly because the 
corporation just can’t afford, at this 
time, to issue records it doesn’t expect to 
make it, Singleton keeps his release 
schedule pared down. The company 
includes 12 record labels, but during 
1969, they issued only 100 singles and 14 
LPs: 

“That’s how we keep our profits up,” 
says Singleton, ingenuously. The balance 
sheet says that in 1969, their profit 
before taxes amounted to $2.4 million. 

In 1969, Singleton made what was 
perhaps the shrewdest move to date, in 
buying from Sam Phillips the 2700 tapes 
in the Sun music library, for an 
undisclosed cash sum. These not only 
include the early Cash and Jerry Lee 
Lewis tapes, but tapes by Lightnin’ 
Hopkins, B.B. King and other early 
R&B masters. 

With his keen eye for the market, 
Singleton perceived that, on the one 
hand, American tastes were hankering 
for the sounds of the big early days of 
rock music, the kind that emanated first 
from Memphis’ Sun Records. On the 
other hand, there was a definite swing 
away from R&B and toward the other 
kind of native American soul music, 
which is, of course; country. The 
rockabilly style of Jerry Lee Lewis, the 
gutsy Elvis Presley,and the raw-boned 
voice of Johnny Cash were going to be 
just! what the public wanted. Singleton 
updated the old Sun tapes with modern 
stereo engineering and some overdubbed 
instrumentation and reissued them on his 
new Sun label. Within a couple of 
months, the sales were proving him 
correct. In the case of Johnny Cash, for 
example, who had six LP’s on the charts 
at year’s end, only three were on his 
current record label, Columbia. The 
other three were recorded back in the 
fifties with the original Tennessee Two. 

Though he remains basically a record- 
industry man, Singleton has plans: to 
diversify his activities. Most spectacular 
and far-out is his proposed $20-million 
plan for a played-out limestone mine

concentrate on the present . . . and the 
future. After all, the man has just made 
one of the most astounding comebacks in 
country music history. And you can’t 
blame him if he’d rather forget where 
he’s-come back from. 

Of course, Jerry Lee denies that he’s 
changed much from the early days. “I 
haven’t worked to change my image,” he 
says. And then he grins. “I don’t even 
know what my image is. I just know that 
a few years back I began to feel more 
comfortable playing country. Heck, it 
was the music I was brought up on. ’ma 
Louisiana boy, after all.’”’” He pauses for 
a moment of reflection. ‘“‘Now don’t get 
me wrong about this. I still play some of 
the good ol’ good ones, the ones I used to 
play. I just really prefer country music. 
Always have, I guess.” 

He may deny that he’s deliberately 
changed his image, but the plain fact is 
that the Jerry Lee Lewis of today is a far 
cry from the long-haired rock and roll 
piano player of the 50’s. Remember him 
back then, in the days just after Elvis had 
left Sun and was bursting onto the 
national scene? 

Jerry Lee did some bursting of his own 
back then—and some shakin’! When 
‘Whole Lotta Shakin’ Goin’ On” first 
came out in 1957, a whole lot of people 
really got shook. They couldn’t believe 
it—the pounding piano, the shrieking 
voice helped along by an echo chamber 
that wouldn’t quit. And, if people 
thought his records were wild, you 
should have seen their faces when they 
saw him perform. 

I was there at a concert in 
Birmingham—one of Jerry Lee’s 
favorite places to perform—on a warm 
night in 1957. The crowd didn’t exactly 
know what to make of him when he 
walked out onto the stage. His long 
blond hair was slicked down, his slim 
black tie straight and in place, his white 
suit buttoned. He walked casually~over 


to the piano and sat down. Just from his 
appearance, we didn’t know whether to 
expect rock or Bach—until he started to 
play, that is. 

Then suddenly—Goodness, Gracious, 
Great Balls O’ Fire—the entire stage 
seemed to explode. Jerry Lee’s fingers 
started moving up and down the piano 
keys as if they were trying to prove the 
hand is faster than the eye. He threw his 
head forward as he screamed into the 
microphone, and long waves of blond 
hair cascaded down over his eyes. He 
unbuttoned his jacket and ripped off his 
tie. 1 

He pounded the piano with his fists, 
then with his elbows. Suddenly he raised 
his shoes to the piano keys and pounded 
a while with his feet. He stood up, 
knocking over the piano bench, his blond 
hair flying wildly in front of his face. 
From my seat in the third row it looked 
as if Jerry Lee had swallowed a 
hurricane! 

One TV critic seeing him for the first 
time wrote, “Jerry Lee Lewis plays 
piano like he’s beating a dead horse.” 
But the audiences screamed for 
more—for a while, that is. Then 
suddenly the golden 50’s lost their 
glitter —as far as Jerry Lee’s career was 
concerned. 

When he was 22, Jerry Lee married 
Myra, his bass player’s daughter. She 
was only 13, and many said she was 
Jerry Lee’s first cousin. As the first bits 
of criticism began to reach him, Jerry 
Lee shrugged them off. “I know lots of 
people married to 13 year-olds,” he said. 

Myra defied the critics too. “‘I’d marry 
him a million times,” she gushed to 
reporters. 

Unfortunately, others greeted the 
marriage with much less enthusiasm. 
About to begin a scheduled series of 
performances in London, Jerry Lee and 
his new bride found themselves booted 
out of their hotel by the manager. When 
he walked) onstage to begin his 
performance that night, the audience 
hissed and booed. There were cries of, 
“Go home, babysnatcher!”” 

Greatly hurt by how fickle his fans 
were, Jerry Lee returned to the U.S. 
where he hoped people would be more 
understanding. But the reaction was the 
same back home. Within the year, 27 
shows cancelled Jerry Lee. Radio 
stations refused to play his records. It 
looked as if the scandal had destroyed 
his career. 

Throughout the early 60’s he struggled 
to make ends meet, playing small clubs 
throughout the South. He spent a lot of 
time with his new wife—and with their 
son, Jerry Lee Lewis, Jr—and somehow 
his family managed to brighten those 
days of darkness just a little. 

In early 1968 Jerry Lee made the 
change that led to his amazing 
comeback. He had always loved country © 
music, had always included a few

But he was 
still known primarily as a rock and roll 
star. In 1968 he changed all that. He 
began recording and _ performing 
exclusively country. 

The switch paid off. Soon his singles 
like, “She Even Woke Me Up to Say 
Goodbye,” climbed to the top of the 
country charts. People were talking 
about him again—but this time they 
were saying great things. And they were 
noticing a few new faces in the act. Linda 
Gail, Jerry Lee’s sister, for one. The two 
of them belting out a duet-just can’t be 
beat, as the crowds who come to see 
them can testify. And that young man 
playing tambourine has that Jerry Lee 
feeling for music about him—and he 
should. He’s Jerry Lee Lewis, Jr.! 

Yes, Jerry Lee keeps his family 
around him. Because of that, and 
because of the solid country sounds he’s 
making these days, his family of 
admirers continues to grow. So, when 
you hear him doing something sad like 
“Play Me a Song I Can Cry To,” don’t 
you believe him for a minute. He’s

as near as he can remember, he made his 
first recording. Of course, his greatest 
ambition was to get onto the Grand Ole 
Opry—the Yankee Stadium of country 
music. 

One story has it that it took him five 
years. Finally, in 1958, at the advanced 
age of 35, he stepped onto the venerable 
stage. Once he got there, the only 
question was what had taken him so 
long. Almost immediately, he became 
the Opry’s second great star, second only 
to Uncle Dave Macon, himself. 

After this point, Roy’s career took on 
a two-fold quality that persists today. On 
the one hand, he is performer par 
excellence, and on the other, he is 
universally regarded as one of the great 
businessmen and leaders within the 
country music family. The two aspects 
go hand-in-hand—whatever the demands 
of his business interests, Roy just 
wouldn’t be happy if he didn’t persist in 
going out and playing and singing for the 
people. On the other hand, his joy and 
dedication to his fans have never 
interfered with his clear-eyed but 
compassionate conduct of the activities 
of the great Acuff-Rose publishing 
complex which he helped to found. 

And the injuries Roy sustained in a 
1965 car crash have not interfered with 
his activities on either score, though he 
sustained a broken hip and multiple 
other injuries. The accident has slowed 
him down some, but remember, Roy was 
over sixty when it occurred. 
Nevertheless, he and his troupe went to 
Vietnam the following Christmas, to 
entertain American servicemen.

Roy’s first big hit was with his sacred 
song, “The Great Speckled Bird.”

Another of 
his great hits, in the same vein, “Wreck 
On The Highway,” was written by 
Dorsey Dixon, of the Dixon Brothers.

“Radio Station S-A-V-E-D,” and 
dozens of others. You may remember his 
World War II song, “Cowards Over 
Pearl Harbor.” 

By 1943, Acuff was a name to be 
reckoned with in the country-music 
world. He was earning over $200,000 a 
year, a respectable sum even in these 
inflated days, and unheard of among the 
country musicians of the forties. 

In 1942, however, he had entered upon , 
a venture that was not only to make him 
one of the richest and most powerful men 
in American music, but which was also 
to help shape the future of country 
music, country people, and the city of 
Nashville. He teamed up with Fred 
Rose, a fine songwriter and pianist from 
Chicago, to form Acuff-Rose, the first 
publishing company based in Nashville, 
specializing only in country music. No 
longer were country songwriters and 
musicians dependent upon New York 
publishers and record company 
executives, who had never understood 
the music, or the market, particularly 
well. In Acuff-Rose they had a local 
publishing house, staffed by men who 
were reared with country music, with an 
inbred instinct for what the fans wanted 
to hear. 

One of the most famous Nashville 
stories concerns the founding of Acuff- 
Rose. Fred Rose, it’s said, told Roy that 
he wanted to go into the publishing 
business, and needed a partner with some 
capital. Roy asked how much capital, 
and Rose named a certain five-figure 
sum. Roy said he’d think it over. Later, 
the same day, Roy returned, carrying a 
paper bag with the cash inside. Well, it’s 
a good story, and if it didn’t actually 
happen, it’s the sort of thing that should 
have happened.

Acuff-Rose immediately began 
attracting every songwriting kid within 
listening distance of a country radio 
station. The majority, of course, are 
names most of us never heard of. But 
there were some giants, like Marty 
Robbins, Boudeleaux Byant, and Molly 
O’Day. And a skinny, troublesome 
young man named Hank Williams: 

In 1945, Fred Rose brought his son, 
Wesley, into the firm, and in 1954, upon 
Fred Rose’s death, Wesley became 
Acuffs partner in Acuff-Rose. In 
addition,. Acuff is part owner of 
Nashville’s Hickory Records, for whom 
he records. 

“The King of Country Music” is a 
title over which Roy has never been 
challenged. Not .many people know 
where it originated, however. In an 
interview with Jack Hurst, the Nashville 
writer, Acuff explained that he was 
appearing in Dallas in a show with Gene 
Autry. The sellout crowd was unruly, so 
the master of ceremonies forgot his 
prepared patter and signalled for Roy 
and the Smoky Mountain Boys to get 
ready to play right away. He told the 
audience, “Friends, [ couldnt be 
accorded a bigger honor than the 
privilege of standing on the same stage 
with the King of Country Music.’ There 
was no question in anyone’s mind who he 
meant —and the name stuck. 

Once “The King” came close to 
becoming governor: Back in 1944, 
Governor Prentice Cooper, who was 
apparently a _ rather  strait-laced 
gentleman, declined an invitation to 
grace the stage of the Grand Ole Opry as 
guest of honor, stating huffily that he 
wouldn’t’ be party to a “‘circus.”” As if 
that weren’t enough, he went on to 
condemn the gentle Roy Acuff for 
bringing disgrace to Tennessee by 
making Nashville “the hillbilly capital of 
the United States.” A reporter repeated 
Cooper’s comment to Roy, hinting that 
it would be fitting revenge if Acuff 
himself were to run for the governorship. 
Acuff, who doesn’t like to disagree with 
anybody, nodded absently, and before 
you could say ‘““‘Wabash Cannonball,” a 
petition was circulated, Roy’s name was 
entered in the Democratic primary, and 
Nashville’s boss Ed “Red Snapper” 
Crump started wearing a _ grim 
expression. Acuff bowed out of the race, 
but his Republican friends in East 
Tennessee had noticed the magic his 
mere name seemed to carry with the 
voters. 

In 1948, while Roy was busy in 
Hollywood making a film, his name was 
entered in the Republican primary, and, 


| without a campaign, he defeated his rival 


eight to one. He then entered the arena in 
earnest, and began politicking around 
the state with the Smoky Mountain 
Boys. Crowds were huge and friendly, 
until the music ended and the speeches 
began, and Roy realized that even the

To which it might be added that as 
governor, he would belong only to 
Tennessee, but as Roy Acuff, he belongs 
to country music, and to all of us. B

most of his recording equipment 


piecemeal. In the beginning, he said, he 
recorded anything from weddings to 


funerals. ‘‘And colored people. 


Everybody laughed, me_ recording 
colored people. But those were great 
artists. There was B.B. King, for 
example, and many others. And, I guess 
outside of Jim Bulleit, I never fooled 
with anybody who’d ever recorded before 
I found them.” 


Howlin’ Wolf 

He recorded Howlin’ Wolf and Joe 
Turner and he recorded Jackie Brenston. 
It was Brenston’s “‘Rocket 88” in 1951, 
he said, that was the absolute beginning 
of what is known as rock ’n’ roll today. 
“That record started pulling these 
things—blues and country and 
pop—together.” 

The growth of rock ’n’ roll, Phillips 
said, just had to be. “‘The best country 
music in the world was being produced in 
Nashville. I knew I couldn’t do that well 
at producing country music. They were 
the best. But those guys, even then, 
didn’t leave enough to the imagination, 
in my opinion. Can you hear ‘I Walk the 
Line’ with a steel guitar added to it?” He 
twang-twanged with his voice to the 
melody of the song. So, Sun Records set 
out to do something different. The idea 
was to keep the music to the basics and, 
at the same time, capitalize on the “feel” 
of the Memphis area, which is steeped in 
blues. 

And the early days of Sun Records 
were rough. Phillips recalled “leaving on 
a Sunday afternoon to visit distributors 
and radio stations. I’d sleep in my car. 
Nobody drove more in a three-year 
period there than I did. 

“T recall one jockey telling me that 
Elvis Presley was so country he shouldn’t 
be played after 5 a.m. But a lot of flurry 
was being raised about that time about 
Elvis. Some people said they couldn’t 
play him because he was country, and 
country stations would say he was pop. 
Paul Berlin, a disk jockey in Houston, 
told me that when ‘you get something I 
can play, I'll play it.’ ” 

Alta Hayes 
A girl named Alta Hayes at Big State 


Distributors in Dallas was largely 
responsible for the early success of Elvis 
Presley, Phillips said. “She told me that 
his record was interesting and she 
thought she could sell it. She got it 
exposed. Dewey Phillips, a Memphis 
soul air personality, played Elvis on his 
radio program, but really Elvis started in 
Dallas. The record was “That’s All 
Right” b/w “Blue Moon of Kentucky.” 

Elvis became a regular performer on 
the “Louisiana Hayride,” a live country 
music show produced by KWKH in 
Shreveport. And, during this period, was 
performing at high schools and in 
taverns from Shreveport to Texarkana 
and Little Rock to Memphis. Phillips 
said he never took a penny from any of 
his artists on booking or on 
management. 

And the record label was still in the 
red. So, when Col. Tom Parker was 
negotiating for Elvis Presley with several 
New York record labels, Phillips called 
Parker at the Warwick Hotel in New 
York and agreed to a deal. He said out 
of the $35,000 he received for Presley’s 
recording contract and masters, he owed 
Presley $6,000 in back royalties. There 
had been five releases at the time the late 
Steve Sholes of RCA Records bought 
Presley’s contract. 


Ghost Track 

Phillips confirmed the pessibility of a 
“ghost” gospel tape featuring probably 
the greatest gospel quartet of performers . 
in history. The story is that Elvis Presley, 
Johnny Cash, Carl Perkins, and Jerry 
Lee Lewis were all in the studio one day 
just horsing around singing gospel songs. 
The engineer taped the entire session. 
‘But where the tape is, I don’t know. It’s 
around somewhere at home,” Phillips 
said. 

The first million-selling record that 
Sun Records came up with was “I Walk 
the Line” by Johnny Cash. When asked 
if it had been certified, he shook his 
head. “I did my own damned certifying. 
I hung at 999,000 for the longest time. In 
fact, Johnny Cash had been on Columbia 
Records for two years before he got a 
gold plaque for a Sun million-seller.” 

Along with Elvis Presley, Phillips is 
noted for finding and developing Johnny 
Cash, Carl Perkins, Roy Orbison, Jerry 
Lee Lewis, Charlie Rich and others. He 
had Perkins at the same time as Presley, 
but said: “I had never done anything 
with him like a hit until he changed ‘Go, 
Man, Go’ to ‘Go, Cat, Go’ on the “Blue 
Suede Shoes’ record. That record sold 
more than 250,000 copies and was the 
record that put Sun Records in the 
black.’’ A man who was a very big part 
of the Sun Records success in those days, 
he said, was producer Jack Clement. 

Sam Phillips, who said that he always 
thought of himself as ‘a frustrated 
criminal defense lawyer,” was the baby 
of eight children. He had to drop out of

high school in 1941 after his father died 


-to help support his mother and an aunt. 


But he took night courses in engineering, 
podiatry and embalming. He was in the 
high school band in school, but “never 
was a musician.” While conducting a 
summer band concert one night; Jim 
Connally of WLAY in Muscle Shoals, 
Ala., asked him to become a disk jockey.

used previously. ““We just give the old 
jokes new angles. I don’t write my 
routines from real life situations. Over 
the years, I’ve collected quite an 
assortment of funny things—incidents 
that make people laugh—and I put 
several of these together to. make a 
story.” 

Archie specializes in a unique brand of 
humor known as “Spoonerisms.” He 
explained that it takes hours of work and 
preparation before an audience ever 


hears the finished product. 
‘*Spoonerisms’’ are derived by 
transposing the first letters of 


words—for example, “Pee Little Thrigs” 
instead of “‘Three Little Pigs.” 

Referring to some of his hilarious 
examples, which include “Pee Little 
Thrigs,” ““Rindercella,” and “The Loose 
That Gaid the Olden Gegg,” Archie 
commented, “First you have to write the 
story exactly as you’re going to deliver it. 
Then transpose the letters. Committing a 
‘Spoonerism’ to memory _ requires 
complete and total concentration. I go 
over each story at least 500 times before 
I ever try to deliver it on stage. You’ve 
got to know it word for word. It’s got to 
become more natural to say 
‘Rindercella’ than ‘Cinderella’.” 

Personal appearances take quite a bit 
of Campbell’s time. Archie says of his 
stage routines, “I use the same basic 
thing with all audiences, with differences 
geared to the type people I’m addressing. 
For instance, if ’m appearing in asmall, 
intimate club, I’ll personalize my routine 
and employ banter back and forth

music. Ma plays the fiddle, and 
Pa—well, he can play just about 
anything. You name it.” 

When Glen was born on April 22, 
1936, most of the family friends and 
relatives just naturally assumed he’d be a 
farmer like his father. But although he 
helped out on the farm, feeding the 
chickens and picking the cotton before 
school, young Glen had other ideas 
about his future. 

“The thing that I liked most when I 
was a kid,” he recalled, “‘was the all-day 
dinners and songfests we used to have. 
Believe me, those were good times. We'd 
sit around eating and singing from nine 
in the morning until six at night.” 

Glen got his first mail-order guitar 
when he was four years old, and he liked 
it so much he hardly ever let it out of his 
sight. “It was just about my only 
amusement,” he says. “I felt something 
special for it. I just can’t describe it.” 

Life for the Campbells didn’t include 
many amusements in those days, for the 
family was extremely poor. “There were 
14 of us,” says Glen with a smile. 
“Imagine that. Fourteen of us living in 
that small farmhouse, and we didn’t even 
have electricity until I was six.” 

Glen admits that he didn’t enjoy 
school very much. “They weren’t 
teaching me how to play and sing,” he 
says. And so he quit when he was 14. He 
took off for Houston where his older 
brother Wayne lived. There he picked up 
performing jobs whenever he could find 
them. 

It was in Texas a few years later that 
Glen met Billie, the girl who would be his 
wife. Glen was playing at a club in 


faithful to his beliefs on what comedy- 


Albuquerque called the Hitching Post. A 
lot of the girls who came there regularly 
to dance fought for his attention. But 
only one caught his eye, and she all but 
ignored him! 

“Billie used to show up all the time 
with a bunch of girlfriends,” Glen 
recalls. ““When the band I was with took 
a break, I used to ask her to dance. One 
thing sort of led to another, and after a 
while I asked her to marry me.” 

When Glen asked her the big question, 
however, Billie laughed. “I thought he 
was joking,” she says, with a slight blush 
on her cheeks. “I just had no idea he was 
so serious.” On September 20, 1959, 
they were married. 

The marriage didn’t have easy 
sledding at first. Glen quit his job at the 
Hitching Post, packed Billie and all of 
their belongings into an old car, and 
headed off for California. 

“T figured I’d find fame and fortune as 
soon as I set foot in Hollywood,” Glen 
admits. ‘I guess I was still pretty young 
and naive. What I actually found once 
we Settled down there was bills, bills, and 
more bills—and hardly work enough to 
pay half of them.” 

To make ends meet, Billie had to go to 
work in a bank. Meanwhile, Glen 
struggled along, making demonstration 
records, playing one-night stands, 
hoping to get that one big break that 
would propel him to the top. 

“Those days seem so far away now,” 
Glen says. “‘When success finally does 
come, I guess you just block out or 
somehow forget about all the hardships 
and years of struggling you went 
through.” 

Success came in the way of a Capitol 
recording contract—and then a series of 
hit records, beginning with “Gentle On 
My Mind” and “By the Time I Get to 
Phoenix.”” Every Glen Campbell release 
since then has been a smash, and Glen 
looks. proudly on his unbroken string of 
gold records. 

He also looks proudly on his television 
show, which continues to maintain more 
than healthy ratings. “‘I’m doing the kind 
of show I like to do,” he says. “Just good 
down-home music and talk. I don't 
believe politics and entertainment should 
be mixed. So you won’t find any message 
tomy shows. Just pure entertainment, 
that’s all.” 

If Glen Campbell does have a message 
for his millions of fans, it’s just this: 
work hard for your success, but once 
you've got it don’t let it change you one 
bit. “I still like the things I’ve always 
liked,” Glen says with a certain pride in 
his voice. ‘‘I’d rather go golfing, hunting, 
or fishing than get mixed up in all the 
Hollywood partying and shenanigans. 
Mainly I just like to stay home with my 
family. All that other nonsense is just 
that—nonsense.” 

And Glen really means it. He bought a 
beautiful home in Laurel Canyon where 


he and his family can relax away from all 
the hustle and bustle of Hollywood life. 
“My kids are the center of my 
existence,” he says, and you can tell by 
the proud look on his face that he really 
means that too. 

To watch him lounging around the 
house with Billie, or playing in the 
backyard with their three 
children—Kelli, Travis, and the newest, 
Wesley Kane—one would never imagine 
that Glen Campbell is just about tlie 
most successful recording artist in the 
country. To listen to him you would 
never know that he was on the threshold 
of becoming a major movie star: “Boy, I 
remember when I-used to pick cotton to 
earn enough money to see a John Wayne 
movie. I never dreamed I’d even meet 
the man—let alone star in a movie like 
True Grit with him.” 

The wonder of it all never leaves his 
voice. Just as his old home in Arkansas 
never seems to be out of his thoughts. 
“Have you ever had real country 
cooking?’ he asks with great 
enthusiasm. “I mean real country 
food—turnip greens, black-eyed peas, 
fried potatoes and corn bread. Man, 
that’s really eatin’. I guess I still am just 
a country boy at heart.” 

You can say that again, Glen. And we 
hope you always say it. |

large segment of the public had been 
ignoring it happily for a decade or so. 
The Beatles were a highly refined, 
refreshingly original development in a 
process that had, after all, been going on 
for a while. 

But Elvis, the first and the greatest of 
the rockers, had barriers to break 
through, and he had to do it largely by 
himself. There were no voices shouting in 
the wilderness, preparing his way. He 
came upon us cold. Those who were open 
and ready took him to their hearts 
immediately. Those who were tired, or 
lazy, or afraid of their own feelings, 
resisted him angrily, worried about the 
future, and voiced concern over the 
nation’s youth. It’s fair to say that Elvis 
was the prime-mover in America’s 
musical revolution, which has had so 
many ramifications, repercussions, and 
implications. It’s also fair to say that 
Elvis staged a smaller, but equally 
profound revolution in the world he grew 
up in and owed so much to. 

Elvis’s new style, a fusion of country 
songs with the strong beat of rhythm- 
and-blues records, was at first called 
“rockabilly.” He then carried this 
further into a new form called—you 
guessed it—rock-and-roll. The kids in 
the cities and the kids in the country 
caught its earthy, happy message right 


away, and Elvis’s style came to have an 
effect on the thinking of arrangers, 
musicians, and  record-company 
executives, not only in the wider pop 
music circles, but also especially in the 
country music field. 

As Chet Atkins, RCA’s top man in 
Nashville, told critic Robert Shelton, “I 
love unadulterated country music. But 
I’m in the business of selling records.” 
There was a controversy, to be sure. It 
was most dramatic at the Grand Ole 
Opry, which had not permitted the 
highly respected Sam McGee to perform 
with an electric guitar back in 1940. Now 
the big question was, should the stage of 
the Opry be profaned by the presence 
of—gasp—drums? The question would 
have arisen sooner or later, but it 
happened to be brought to a head by 
Elvis. 

Of course, it wasn’t entirely Elvis’s 
idea. The lad from East Tupelo, Miss., 
who had driven a truck and worked as a 
laborer, had no particular wish to create 
a revolution. All he really wanted to do 
was sing for the people and make a little 
money. He had no philosophical. axe to 
grind. 

But Sam Phillips, the head of the 
Memphis-based Sun record company, 
saw in Elvis the ideal artist to combine 
white country music with Negro blues in 
a manner that would appeal to the pop 
market. As every country music fan 
knows, there has never been a really 
clear-cut line befween black men’s music 
and white men’s in the South. The songs 
of Jimmie Rodgers, the Singing 
Brakeman, are all strongly flavored with 
blues, and most of his lyrics are written 
to the classic 16-bar blues pattern. 
Modal tunes originating in the 
mountains got all mixed up with blues 
from the farmlands. Bluesmen like 
Robert Johnson and Blind Lemon 
Jefferson borrowed verses from white 
songs. Whatever the social conditions 
might have been, there were no obstacles 
to the free exchange of musical ideas 
between people, whatever their status, 
color, or political attitude. 

Musically speaking, the rockabilly 
style of Elvis centered on a powerful 
vocal performance, owing much to the 
shouting gospel’ tradition. 
Instrumentation focused on guitars and 
drums, and not a restrained or timid sort 
of drumming, but all-out, compelling 
rhythm that urged listeners to get up and 
dance. : 

Elvis moved right along with that beat 
and scandalized city folks who hadn’t 
seen real dancing since the Charleston 
went out. By today’s standards, Elvis’s 
performances were tame indeed. He 
wiggled, he shook his head, he twisted his 
torso and hunched his back—all in a 
manner that wouldn’t be out of place at a 
countryclub party these days. But back 
in the fifties, it was frightening. Elvis was 
right straight out of the American earth, 
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with no thought of toning down his 
performance for anybody. Ed Sullivan 
wanted him on his show, but after Elvis’s 
first appearance, the flood of outraged 
letters was so great that, on Elvis’s return 
visit, Sullivan limited his cameramen to 
shooting him from the waist up. : 

It was Elvis’ recording of “Blue Suede 
Shoes” that put Sam Phillips’ struggling 
Sun label into the black. Maybe it was 
controversy that did it, for the country 
stations at first refused to play him 
because he was “pop,” and the other 
stations objected because he was 
“country.”” Sam Phillips plugged away 
at it stubbornly, and it gradually began 
to be played. 

Chet Atkins, in Nashville, heard it, 
and called Steve Sholes, PCA’s great 
country-music specialist. Col. Tom 
Parker, Elvis’s dedicated manager and 
advisor, was interested in signing with a 
larger company, for he knew Elvis’s 
potential as an international star, and 
grateful though he was to Phillips, he 
knew that Sun was no longer the place 
for him. After five releases on the Sun 
label, Elvis moved to RCA, where he has 
been ever since. : 

RCA, with its expertise and almost 
infinite resources, broadened Elvis’s 
appeal, helping him to broaden his 
horizons about his material, and, some 
say, to tone down his style of 
performance so as to offend fewer 
people. Ultimately, Elvis became the 
super pop star, but it all grew out of his 
rockabilly days at Sun. 

Is he really a country musician? The 
controversy, if you like that sort of thing, 
is still going on and you’re welcome to 
add your two cents’ worth. Perhaps the 
fact that makes the question debatable is 
that Elvis, like many of the other Sun 
artists, did not develop through the usual 
country-music channels. His stardom 
was created by radio stations and by the 
sheer numbers of his fans. He didn’t 
really need the Opry, the way he. was 
going, and perhaps this rankled the Opry 
people, at least the ones who were intent 
on “keeping country-music, country.” 

According to Billboard, fans of the 
traditional country school objected to 
the trade magazine’s including Elvis’s 
records on their best-selling country 


record charts. “He is not real country,” 


they insisted. 

Others were more tolerant. They 
pointed out once again that since the 
country tradition included the blues 
tradition, that Elvis was not the first to 
draw upon the blues heritage; and that 
country music was country, on the Opry 
stage or off it. 

It’s interesting to wonder whether, if 
Elvis had chosen to follow the standard 
country-music route in his career, he 
wouldn’t have been welcomed and 
cherished by the purists even if he hadn’t 
altered a note of his controversial 
rockabilly style. 
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In any event, the importance of his 
rockabilly beginnings in the life of Elvis 
Presley cannot be overstated. And the 
fact that since “Mystery Train,” he has 
sold nearly $100 million worth of 
records, is a clear indication that the 
importance of Elvis to the American pop 
music world can’t be over-estimated, 


either. -.

background instrumentation conceived 
by the author when he wrote the song. 

“When it’s finished, we present it to 
different artists who might want to 
record the song, or a producer (A&R 
man) who represents an artist he thinks 
could do a good job with the tune. We 
usually demo for three hours, the same 
length -as a master session, using 
professional musicians. We can 
generally record seven or eight songs 
during this period. So, in essence, a 
‘demo’ is a presentation record of a new 
song to be played for artists and/or 
producers who might be interested in 
recording it.” 


Q. To SHELBY SINGLETON, 
producer of “Harper Valley P.T.A.” 

“You had such fantastic success with 
JEANNIE C. RILEY and ‘Harper 
Valley PT.’ How do you select the song 
for the artist?” 

Singleton’s remark: ‘“‘I guess and 
pray.” (However, although he’s too 
modest to admit it, he evidently has a 
talent for matching song and artist as 
proved by the gold records hanging on 
his walls. Artists for whom he has 
produced hits include ROGER 
MILLER, PATTI PAGE, TERESA 
BREWER, BROOK BENTON and 
RAY. STEVENS, to name a few.) 


Q. “Who makes up the background 
musicians most frequently used on 
Nashville sessions?” 

In answer to this question, we can’t 
just reel off a bunch of names. A lot of 
factors go into the choosing of 
background musicians, such as the 
artist’s preference, what instruments will 
be used, and what kind of session it’s 
going to be—whether Country, “Top 
40,” or R&B. Many artists or producers 
have their favorite “pickers” whom they 
employ again and again. Then, too, 
surprisingly enough, “‘big names” in the 
music business still play on sessions. On 
any given day you might find FLOYD 
CRAMER on piano, CHET ATKINS 
or JERRY KENNEDY, v.p. of 
Mercury Records, on guitar, or PETE 
DRAKE, president of Stop Records, on 


steel guitar. Success doesn’t spoil 
musicians.

in person. She has a radiantly youthful 
look, which is not surprising since she 
did start her professional career before 
she was 20, and she has creamy flawless 
skin that a pencil mark would show up 
on. Her elegantly-chiseled features are 
her heritage from centuries of Kentucky 
English, Irish, and Scotch breeding. Her 
eyes are a deep, hypnotic blue. 

None of this comes across in her 
photos, even the best of them. If you’ve 
never seen Loretta in person, you owe it 
to yourself. There aren’t many women 
around as nice to look at as she is. 

Or as nice to meet. “Loretta’s a 
character,” her manager told me before 
our interview. “I don’t mean that 
disparagingly —every great performer is 
a character, Sinatra is, Katharine 
Hepburn is—and Loretta is.” 

“What do you mean by character?” 

“Well, she never changes,” he 
explained. “The way she is when you 
meet her, that’s the way she is with 
everybody, with fans, with her family, 
with me. There’s nothing phony about 
her.” 

Her manager, Doyle Wilburn, has 
been looking after Loretta and her 
business affairs ever since she got 
started, and he must know her pretty 
well by now. “I was the only one who 
had any faith in her at all, in the 
beginning,” he said. ‘Everybody else in 
Nashville was saying Loretta’ was too 
country, that she’d never sell. But I 
thought she had something, and my 
brother Ted and I were starting a little 
management office, and I told Teddy, 
‘she’s gonna be our first star.” ” 

As The Wilburn Brothers duo, and 
stars in their own right, Doyle and Ted 
know a little something about what 
country fans want, and fortunately they 
listened to their own judgement instead 
of the gloomy predictions of ‘everybody 
else in Nashville.” 

Loretta began singing largely at the 
insistence of her husband, Mooney 
Lynn, a former rodeo performer who 
married Loretta when she was 14. By the 
time she was 17, she had four small 
children (two are twins) and a house to 
take care of, and to ward off the 
housewife blues, she began writing songs 
and singing them. She didn’t have a 
guitar, didn’t even know how to play one 
until she had been in the business a while. 
And so far as Loretta herself was 
concerned, it was just a pleasant hobby. 

“But my husband, he said to me, 
‘Loretta, you can sing as good as Kitty 
Wells or Jean Shepard, now why don’t 
you get out and do something with it,’ ” 
Loretta recalled, then added impishly:

““Nowadays, whenever he complains 
about my spending time away from 
home, I tell him, ‘You got me into this 
business, now you’ve got to put up with 
rt kee 

It was Mooney who dragged the 
reluctant Loretta to Buck Owens’ talent 
night, and to the ‘little radio-and- 
television stations in the area. A couple 
of minor-league record deals followed, 
with small companies that couldn’t 
furnish the product when Loretta’s 
began picking up air play. 
Mooney and Loretta decided they had 
no choice—they had to go to Nashville, 
the capital of country music, if they were 
to get anywhere. They bundled into their 
battered car, lived on hot-dogs and 
hamburgers from roadside stands, 
peddled their possessions to pay for gas, 
and eventually got to Music City and 
Doyle Wilburn. 

Wilburn immediately decided that 
what Loretta needed more than anything 
was a contract with a major record 
company. Columbia was interested, but 
they were developing another country 
girl singer who'd gotten there first. 

“What was her name, Doyle,” Loretta 
asks, all innocence. ‘Whatever became 
of her?” 

Doyle smiles indulgently and tries to 
go on with the story. ““RCA_ was 
interested,” he begins, but Loretta 
interrupts, “But they wanted me to do 
pop! 1 could never understand, Chet 
Atkins wanted to record me pop!” 

And there was Decca, Doyle’s own 
home label, but he wasn’t eager to 
approach Decca except as a last resort. 
He wanted Loretta, and the world, to 
feel that it was not his connections, but 
Loretta’s own talent, that got her the 
contract. Finally, not really happy about 
it, he took a demo Loretta had cut of her 
own song, “Fool Number One,” to the 
Decca brass. They listened and said, 
“We'll take it.” 

“Take what?’’ 
suspiciously. 

“The song! It’s great! We'll give it to 
Brenda Lee!” 

Quick to sense an advantage, Doyle 
told them he was selling the singer, not 
the song, but that he’d be happy to let 
Brenda Lee, or anybody else, record 
“Fool Number One,” if Decca would 
sign Loretta as a recording artist in her 
own right. So it was Loretta’s 
songwriting talent that got her started as 
a singing star! 

Loretta was signed to Decca in 1961, 
and the association proved so pleasant 
for both sides that she was signed to a 
lifetime contract in 1966. Lifetime 
contracts are exceedingly rare in the fast- 
paced record industry; even the biggest 
and richest companies are slow to 
commit themselves to even their hottest 
artists for more than a few years, and 
artists are uneasy at the thought of being 
tied down permanently. But Decca and 
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its country artists are a special case—the 
company takes care of its people, and the 
artists are, with a few exceptions, happy 
to be with Decca. 

Which reminded me of another Decca 
artist, the beloved Kitty Wells. “What 
do you feel when people remark that you 
sound like Kitty?” I asked. 

“T say, ‘thank you so much,” ” said 
Loretta with a smile. “I really admire 
Kitty, she is a great favorite of mine, and 
if someone says I sound like her, I think 
that’s the nicest compliment of all.” 

Kitty and Loretta are personal friends, 
and Loretta admires and respects Kitty 
as a person as well as a colleague. “She is 
so warm and sincere, a really nice 
person, and a real lady,” says Loretta. 

When Loretta speaks of her career or 
her business interests, you get the idea 
that beneath her captivating Kentucky 
drawl and her lovely, animated face, 
there’s a shrewd and common-sensible 
mind at work. She doesn’t miss much. 

At the same time, Loretta is a 
sensitive, deeply feminine woman with a 
frivolous side. She frets over her 
musicians like a mother-hen. She’s 
thinking of getting some maxi-length 
dresses like the ones she saw in New 
York. She dabbles in astrology. 

‘Are you a worrier?” [ ask, a shot in 
the dark. 

“Yes!” she says emphatically, 
nodding her head with its masses of dark 
hair. “I worry a lot about my boys.” 

“Your children?” 

“I mean my musicians, and my bus 
driver. We've been having some 
problems, the boys get to playing their 
guitars right behind Les while he’s 
driving, saying, ‘Do you like this chord,” 
and it distracts him, makes him 
angry—but he shouldn’t talk to them the 
way he does. We're all in_ this 
together —it’s difficult traveling together 
like we do—I just can’t stand it, I go to 
my little private room in the back of the 
bus and shut the door.” 

And when it’s called for, she lays it on 
the line to her squabbling brood. “There 
was a time when two of the boys had 
kept me awake all night in a hotel room, 
with their carrying on and arguing in the 
room next to mine. Finally, I went in and 
told them I just couldn’t have it—they 
either had to get things right between 
them or they’d both have to leave the 
show. I gave them half an hour. They 
both stayed,” she concluded proudly. 

Her sister, Peggy Sue, is travelling 
with the show these days. “Peggy Sue 
has a new record of her own, a song I 
wrote called ‘Dynamite,’ and that’s just 
what it is!’ Loretta insists, casting a 
fond glance at her younger, freckle-faced 
sister. ““Decca wanted me to record it, 
but it was the best song I had, so I gave it 
to my sister.” 

Having her sister along has made the 
long tours much more bearable for 
Loretta. Female companionship, and the 


presence of a close relative just to talk to 
mean much to Loretta during the 
pressured, demanding long-hauls. 
“There were times when Id let it get to 
me; Id get all tense and nervous and I 
couldn’t eat, I'd lose weight,” Loretta 
explains. ‘“‘But now, it’s just wonderful'to 
have Peggy Sue along. We just go in the 
back of the bus and get away from it all. 
When we get to a city and have a little 
time we go shopping together—that’s 
fumes 

In olive-green pants, gold satin shirt, 
and tapestry vest, Loretta looks like a 
young Park Avenue matron. She wears 
little jewelry, her ears aren’t pierced, yet 
her whole effect is totally up-to-the- 
minute, and totally tasteful. 

Peggy Sue is the quiet one. Shy but 
full of bubbling humor, she says little 
and laughs a lot. Loretta dotes on her. 
“When Peggy was cutting her record, / 
was the one that was nervous,” laughs 
Loretta. ‘I got sick for two weeks before 
and one week afterward!” 

“Do you sing together?” I want to 
know. 

“Yes, onstage, but there’s this 
problem —we can’t look at each other!” 
giggles Loretta. “We crack up. I mean it, 
we have to look in opposite directions or 
else we just start laughing and neither of 
us can stop!” Peggy Sue’s voice is much 
like Loretta’s. The two are now working 
to develop a distinctive vocal style that 
will set Peggy Sue apart from her big 
sister. 

The rest of Loretta’s family is back in 
the big colonial house in Loretta’s town, 
Hurricane Mills, Tenn. It’s hard to 
believe, looking at her, that her oldest , 
kids are now in their late teens, moving 
toward marrying and beginning families 
of their own. The pride of Loretta’s life is 
her twin daughters, Peggy (after Peggy 
Sue), and Patsy (after the late Patsy 
Cline, another friend of Loretta’s). She 
chatters on and on about them and their 
delight in taking advantage of their 
identical looks. ‘I can’t tell them apart, 
myself,’ Loretta admits, showing me a 
photo which she always carries with her. 
It shows two bright-eyed, pigtailed little 
girls, so much alike that it could be some 
trick of double-exposure photography. 

““T can’t tell them apart, either,” says 
Peggy Sue. 

“And I can’t, 
Wilburn. 

Loretta Lynn takes the photo back 
and looks lingeringly at the two chubby 
faces. Suddenly, I got the feeling that the 
fame, the success, the excitement of 
being a star, and all the things that 
Loretta. Lynn has accomplished are 
really not consumingly important to her. 
It’s her family, and particularly her 
children. 

Perhaps she has read my mind. For 
she sums it up as she puts the picture 
away. “They’re my life;” she says 
simply. |
